Last year Canada exported 220,000,000 
bushels of wheat. Of this, 146,000,000 
bushels moved eastward to Canadian and 
United States ports on the Atlantic. The 
remainder, 74,000,000 bushels, went by

The “great divide’ lies just east of 
Moose Jaw. Practically all wheat grown 
ast of that line goes to the lake ports.

HEL PING HOME INDUSTRY? 


One reaction to the tax on foreign peri- 
odicals is said to be that United States 
magazine publishers are cutting down the 
amount of “copy” they accept from Cana- 
dian authors, including authors who have 
for years been regular and welcome con- 
tributors to their publications, | 

That was rather to be expected, and | 
need not be considered as an act of “re- 
prisal,” as it is regarded in some quarters 
The purpose of the tax is to exclude for- 
eign magazines. To the extent to which it 
does that the Canadian market will cease 
to be attractive to United States publish- 
ers, and articles peculiarly interesting to 
Canadian readers will not appeal to them 
as worth buying and printing 

This in theory will make the output of 
‘anadian writers available to Canadian 
publishers, who—according to the same | 
theory—will proceed to pay better rates 
now that they will have the honie market 
more exclusively to themselves.

In fairness something is coming to 
Alberta, and something substantial, to 
balance the difference between the amount

I had some quartz light treatments 
but they didn't seem to help. I am 
troubled a great deal with gas in the 
intestines and stomach A complete 
examination led my doctors to believe 
that T have an infected gall bladder 
Should one with gall bladder trouble 
eat } of cereals, toast, starchy 
foods, and puddings, They thought 
that my lungs did not sound right but, 
after an examination, they said there 
was no tuberculosis bul a spot caused 
from an attack of pleurisy several 
years ago, Would it be all right for 
me to use some exercises to gain 
strength. Is working in a flower gar- 
den and light housework as helpful as 
the other exercises?” 

Answer: I do not advise the use of 
cereals, toast, starchy foods, or pud- 
dings, for one who is affected with 
gall bladder trouble.. Apparently your 
doctor does not think that you have 
tuberculosis in the active stage. The 
quartz light treatments were probably 
of indirect benefit. 1 do not see why 
you could not take light exercises such 
ay flower gardening and light house- 
work, alhough you should take some 
curative exercises to strengthen your 
abdominal muscles and overcome the 
condition of prolapsus which may 
exist

CHILD'S DEATH 


Inquest Into Death of Al- 
bert Parkin, Six, Held 
Thursday 


No blame was attached to Lieyd 
Johnston, driver of the truck which 
struck down and fatally injured Albert 
Parkin, six-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs, B. Parkin, 11717 85 street, by 
the jury which sat in at the inquest 
on the body of the boy who died in 
the Royal Alexandra hospital af 5.25 
p.m., September 1. The lad was in- 
jured on the street in front of the 
above address at about 645 p.m 
August 31. The inquest was held at 
Howard & McBride's Thursday after- 
noon, with Coroner Dr, BE, A, Braith- 
waite in charge. Thomas L, Cross ap- 
peared for the crown, and George H 
Steer for Johnston 

Evidence was adduced at ss hear- 
{ng to the effect that the boy had 
been playing in a truck parked in 
front of the Parkin home. His sister 
Isobe], was with him and told th 
jury that she had seen her brother 
jump out of the truck onto the road 
and slam the door 

No one actually saw the accident 
Giving evidence, Johnston stated that 
he waé driving north on 85th strect 
between 117 and 118 avenues.
